Counsel  individuals  and  provide  group  educational  and 
vocational  guidance  services. 

Vocational  Education  Faculty 

Teach  or  instruct  vocational  or  occupational  subjects  at  the 
postsecondary  level  to  students  who  have  graduated  or  left 
high  school. 

Preschool  Teachers 

Instruct  children  (normally  up  to  5  years  of  age)  in  activities 
designed  to  promote  social,  physical,  and  intellectual  growth 
needed  for  primary  school. 

Elementary  School  Teachers 

Teach  pupils  in  public  or  private  schools  at  the  elementary 
level  basic  academic,  social,  and  other  formative  skills. 

Secondary  School  Teachers 

Instruct  students  in  secondary  public  or  private  schools  in 
one  or  more  subjects  at  the  secondary  level,  such  as  English, 
mathematics,  or  social  studies. 

Special  Education  Teachers,  Preschool,  Kindergarten,  & 
Elementary  School 

Teach  elementary  and  preschool  school  subjects  to 
educationally  and  physically  handicapped  students. 

Adult  Literacy,  Remedial  Education,  and  GED  Teachers 
Teach  or  instruct  out-of-school  youths  and  adults  in  remedial 
education  classes,  preparatory  classes  for  the  General 
Educational  Development  test,  literacy,  or  English  as  a 
Second  Language. 

Librarians 

Organize  and  help  people  locate  materials  in  libraries. 
Instructional  Coordinators 

Develop  instructional  material,  coordinate  educational 
content,  and  incorporate  current  technology  in  specialized 
fields  that  provide  guidelines  to  educators  and  instructors  for 
developing  curricula  and  conducting  courses. 

Library  Assistants,  Clerical 

Compile  records,  sort  and  shelve  books,  and  issue  and  receive 
library  materials  such  as  pictures,  cards,  slides  and  microfilm. 


What  is  the  job  outlook ? 

Employment  in  education  and  training  is  expected  to  grow 
faster  than  the  statewide  average  for  all  occupations 
through  2014.  A  growing  emphasis  on  improving 
education  and  making  it  available  to  more  children  and 
young  adults  will  be  the  primary  factors  contributing  to 
employment  growth.  Despite  expected  increases  in 
education  expenditures  over  the  next  decade,  budget 
constraints  at  all  levels  of  government  may  place 
restrictions  on  educational  services,  however,  the 
long-term  employment  outlook  is  very  favorable  for  all 
occupations  in  education.  As  children  of  the  baby  boom 
continue  to  reach  college  age,  and  as  more  adults  pursue 
continuing  education  to  enhance  or  update  their  skills, 
postsecondary  student  enrollments  are  expected  to 
increase,  spurring  faster-than-average  employment  growth 
for  faculty.  Opportunities  for  support  occupations  such  as 
counselors,  librarians,  and  teacher  aides  will  also  be 
plentiful.
